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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed 13 June 2007 amends claims 1, 11, and 12. Claims 2 and 8 
are cancelled. Claims 13-16 have been added. 

Response to A rguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to the §101 rejections of claims 11-12 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The §101 rejection of claim 11-12 have been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's argument that the claim amendments have overcome the previous rejections 
in view of Sorvari has been fully considered and are persuasive. The § 102(e) rejections of 
claims 1, 3-7, 9, and 1 1-12 as being anticipated by Sorvari and the § 1 03(a) rejections of claims 2. 
8, and 10 as being unpatentable over Sorvari, in view of McMorris, have been withdrawn.

. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention generally concerns providing a user with access to a requested service wherein the 
requested service has an associated right to use that functions to prevent a user from using the 
service when another user is registered to use the service. If the requesting user is registered to 
use the service, the user is provided with adaptors that contain service components that are 
necessary for carrying out the requested service, a service identifier, and an encryption key. The 
encryption keys are provided to the users that enable encrypted communications over the 
requested service. 

The prior art does not disclose or make obvious the claimed features described above, 
wherein this composite recitation incorporated into independent claims 1,11, and 12. renders 
these claims, and their dependants, allowable.
